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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 



Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-9, drawn to a device for use in controlling the temperature of a 
patient, classified in class 607, subclass 106. 

II. Claims 10-13 drawn to a method of making the device, classified in class 
249, subclass 197. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are related as process of making and product made. The 
inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the 
process as claimed can be used to make other and materially different product or (2) 
that the product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process 
(MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case the process as claimed can be made to make a 
variety of different products. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 



During a telephone conversation with Mark Wieczorek on Sep. 1/, 2005 a 
provisional election was made without traverse to prosecute the invention of Group I, 
claims 1-9. Affirmation of this election must be made by applicant when replying to this 
Office action. Claims 10-13 are withdrawn from further consideration by the examiner, 
37 CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a non-elected invention. 
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Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one 
or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
remaining in the application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by 
a request under 37 CFR 1.48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1.1 7(i). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 

for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 

regards as the invention. Claim 3 recites the limitation "total outside diameter" in lines 1 

and 2. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-5 and 7-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Lasheras et al. (6,224,624). Lasheras et al. disclose a heat transfer device comprising: 
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a flexible layer of a substantially conductive material (nickel copper, etc. with a thermal 
conductivity inherently in the range of 0.1 to 4 W/cm-K), the flexible layer having in part 
the shape of a helical groove (26), and shaped and configured such that the flexible 
layer may be removed from a multi-part mold in the absence of an undercut; wherein 
the total outside diameter of the device is between about 10-12 f (within the range of 9 f 
to 18 f); wherein the heat transfer device includes at least two heat transfer segments 
separated by an articulating joint (21), wherein each heat transfer segment has a 
flexible layer; and wherein the joints are shaped and configured as bellows (21 and col. 
7, line 66-col. 8, line 65 and col. 17, lines 34-36). Note that in a device claim, no 
patentable weight is given to the method of making the device, such as in a multi-part 
mold. 

Further to claims 8 and 9, Lasheras et al. disclose each heat transfer segment has 
at least two helical grooves, one of said at least two helical grooves having opposite 
helicity from the at least two helical grooves on another of said helical grooves; and 
wherein the two helical grooves on each segment are joined by a circumferential 
segment (21 , i.e., the bellows form a circumferential segment and col. 8, lines 5-37). 

Claims 1,4 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Dobak, 
III et al. (6,254,626). Dobal et al. disclose all elements of the claims including wherein 
the articulating joints are configured as flexible tubes (Figure 2, #25 and col. 9, lines 11- 
30).
